Washington, Dec. 20—The adminis­ 
tration currency bill, as p erfected by 
the Owen subcommittee and ratified 
by the Democratic caucus, p assed the 
senate by a vote cf 54 to 34. 
Every 
Democratic senator p resent and vot­ 
ing, including Senator Hitchcock of 
Nebraska, was recorded in favor of 
the bill. 
Six Rep ublicans voted for it—Craw 
ford and Sterling of South Dakota, 
Jones of Washington, Norris of Ne­ 
braska, 
Perkins 
of 
California 
and 
Weeks 
of 
.Massachusetts. 
Senator 
Poindexter, Progressive, of W ashing­ 
ton, also voted for the bill. 
Senator Iai Follette of Wisconsin 
voted against it, as did Senators Nel­ 
son and Clap p of Minnesota. 
When 
the 
result was 
announced ! 
there wras enthusiastic, even up roar-1 
ious ap p lause on the Democratic side j 
and in the galleries. 
Wide differences exist between the T 
form of the legislation p assed by the | 
senate and the bill that p assed the I 
house several months ago. 
Democrat- ! 
ic leaders already have p artly adjust- | 
ed these differences, however, and it ; 
was p redicted the bill would be com- ' 
p leted by a conference committee and * 
sent to President Wilson for his sig­ 
nature by Monday night. 
There was a surp risingly close vote 
on the Hitchcock bill, offered by the 
senator from Nebraska as a substi­ 
tute for the administration bill. 
The 
Hitchcock bill was rep orted to the 
senate by the five Rep ublicans, includ­ 
ing Senator Nelson, who make up the 
minority of the banking and currency 
committee, and by Senaior Hitchcock. 
It lost, 44 to 41. 
Vote A gainst Hitchcock Bill. 
All of the Rep ublicans and Senator 
Hitchcock 
and 
Senator 
Poindexter, 
Progressive, voted for it.. 
The forty 
three votes cast against it were by 
Democrats. 
Immediately 
after 
the 
announce­ 
ment was made that the bill had p ass­ 
ed the senate nine conferees were 
named to act on behalf of the senate 
on the conference committee to ad­ 
just the differences between the sen­ 
ate and house bills. 
Because of a rivalry among the 
Democrats of the committee for p laces 
on the conference committee it finally 
was decided that all of the Demo­ 
cratic members of the senate banking 
and currency committee, excep t Sen­ 
ator Hitchcock, who had no desire to 
serve, should be conferees. 
Three 
Rep ublicans were named— 
Bristow, Nelson and Crawford. 
The 
Democratic 
members 
are 
Senators 
Owen, 
O’Gorman. 
Reed, 
Pomerene, 
Shafroth and Hollis. 
Among the chief p oints of difference 
between the house and senate are 
the following: 
The house p rovided for twelve re­ 
gional banks; the senate for "from 
eight to twelve," discretion being left 
to the federal reserve board. 
The senate added a p rovision creat­ 
ing a fund to guarantee the dep osits 
of failed banks that are members of 
the reserve association. 
The house limited the rediscount of 
commercial 
p ap er 
at 
the 
regional 
banks to that maturing in ninety days: 
the senate p rovided that 180-day agri­ 
cultural p ap er could be accep ted un­ 
der certain limitations. 
Gold Reserve Requirement. 


The gold reserve required of the re­ 
gional reserve banks against circulat­ 
ing notes was p laced at 33 1-3 p er 
cent by the house and at 40 p er cent 
by the senae. 
Banks would be p ermitted to loau 
on five-year farm mortgages by the 
senate bill; on one-year mortgages by 
the house bill. 
Senator La Follette p rop osed two 
amendments just before the bill came 
to a vote which caused a mild sensa­ 
tion. 
One of them was written into 
the blP. and the other rejected by an 
overwhelming majority. 
The first p rovided that "no United 
States senator or rep resentative in 
congress shall be a member of the 
federal reserve board, a director in 
a federal reserve bank or an officer or 
director of any member banks.” 
This amendment was adop ted with­ 
out a roll call. 
The second am end­ 
ment p rovided that no member of the 
federal reserve board, any officer or 
member of a 
regional or member 
bank, should be a director or officer 
of any other bank, trust comp any or 
Insurance comp any. 
This, Senator La Follette said, was 
desired to p revent the "money trust" 
from getting control of the new sys­ 
tem through interlocking directors. 
Senator Owen declared he favored 
p rohibitions against 
interlocking di- 
lectorates, but that the 
Im Follette 
amendment wTould destroy much of 
the effectiveness of the new law. 
It 
was defeated—51 to 30.

Although the p resent administration 
has not been a year in p ower, there 
has been a great deal of sp eculation 
concerning w hat will hap p en In 191G 
and who will be Wilson's successor or 
whether or not be will be his own suc­ 
cessor. 
It is the custom in this coun­ 
try to sp eculate up on the future. 
"Nothing can keep Woodrow Wil­ 
son 
from 
succeeding 
himself,” 
say 
many Democrats, in sp ite of the one 
term declaration In the Democratic 
p arty. 
And yet it may be that the 
health of the p resident a few years 
hence 
will 
interp ose 
the 
objection 
which that p latform makes. 
In that 
case what would hap p en? 
There is a 
good, wide field of sp eculation for p o­ 
litical p rop hets. 
Or if the p resident 
should not live out his term such a 
contingency would up set nil p recon­ 
ceived p olitical situations. 
Reaction Setting In. 
Only a short time ago it was as good 
as a p olitical death w arrant to p rove 
that a man was reactionary in ids view. 
Roosevelt p ut many a man down and 
j out with such a charge. 
And to be 
p rogressive meant that a man could 
j win in p olitics. 
Radically p rogressive 
made a 
m an’s election 
sure. 
But 
there is a decided reactionary senti­ 
ment In congress. 
Men have begun to 
wonder Just how far they ought to go. 
A great many men from the south 
are beginning to ask how far the new 
1 disp ensation—tile elimination of state 
lines, the Introduction of nation wide 
p rimaries and such other interesting 
features of p olitics and legislation- 
wili carry them. 
The p endulum is 
swinging the other way. 
Bungling Treaties. 
It hap p ens so often that about the 
time this government wants to do 
something it finds itself hamp ered by 
treaty obligations In which foreign 
dip lomats have tied our fledgling inter­ 
national lawyers into bowknota that 
make men writhe and criticise. 
“When a p ap er agreement gets in 
the way of the march of events it 
sp eedily gets out of the way,” said 
Congressman Sheriey in the house one 
day. 
“We ought not to make foolish 
treaties. 
It seems to me absurd to 
think that a few* men sitting around 
a table and coming to an agreement 
with each other have brought great 
nations into an agreem ent 
Such is 
not the case, never has been and nev­ 
er will be.” 
“Insidious Lobby.” 
President Wilson may 
have done 
good work in calling attention to the 
"insidious lobby,” although it will be 
hard to distinguish between a good 
nud bad lobby. 
If a man is lobbying 
for some “up lift” he Is a p atriot. 
If 
he op p oses that "up lift" he Is certainly 
"Insidious" in the minds of many p eo­ 
p le. 
If a man Is working for himself 
he is a lobbyist; if for conservation, 
p rohibition, labor and many of the 
different p rop ositions which are called 
reforms, then he Is a p atriot. 
At the 
same time there has been altogether 
too much lobby business in Washing­ 
ton. 
Described by Borah. 
In a recent sp eech Senator Borah 
had something to say of these lobby­ 
ists: 
"There is no government where 
such iusidious influence up on false aud 
sp ecious p leas is so effective as in 
Washington and up on congress, where 
arrangements are made thut the |» eo- 
p le know nothing about until they 
have gone into effect. 
I know that 
is a strong statement to make, but I 
shall not chunge it.”

The city council has taken a decid.

Zimmer’s case was brought to the 
attention of the authorities when two 
boys, Donald Simmons and Clifford 
O’Connor, were arrested for drunk­ 
enness and at the hearing in munici­ 
pal court divulged where they had 
secured liquor. 
Later their affida­ 
vits were also taken and other evi­ 
dence secured. 
On these charges Mr. 
Zimmer was haled before the coun­ 
cil last night. 'He was represented 
by Alderman & Clark, Mr. Alderman 
appearing at the council meeting. 
As showing the trend of the coun­ 
cil’s ideas there was first introduc­ 
ed a new ordinance, No. 257, which 
was given its first reading and which 


fled the man.
